SOME EXTENSIONS TO WAIT 


The Hudson Companies to be Released 
from Contract for Lines Originally 
Planned—Offer to Stockholders. 


In a circular to the preferred stock- 
holders of the Hudson Companies, which 
is the holding company for the Hudson 
River tubes and its allied terminal and 
transportation enterprises, a new finan- 
cial plan is announced for the completion 
of the principal unfinished parts of the 
system. This includes all of the original 
projects exeept the Thirty-third Street 
terminal, the connecting link between 
the tube at Sixth Avenue and Ninth 
Street and the present city Subway, 


and the Mme under Jersey which was to} 


tap the Pennsylvania Railroad's suburban 
traffic at Summit Avenue, Jersey City. 
These last extensions will not be pushed 
for the present. 

The new plan involyes the payment to 
the Hudson & Manhattan Railroad Com- 
pany, which is the operating and con- 
struction company, 
to complete the downtown tunnels and 
the other principal arteries of the sys- 
tem described as the “ Grand Circuit,’’ in 
return for which the railroad company 


releases the Hudson Companies from its | 


further obligation to complete the rest 
of the undertaking as originally planned. 

Part of the funds needed it is proposed 
to obtain from an issue of $5,000,000 
three-year 6 per cent. notes at par and 
$3,000,000 is to be obtained by the sale of 

' the Thirty-third Street terminal property 
as announced in THe Times some weeks 
ago. The preferred stockholders have 
the first opportunity to subscribe to the 
notes. President Oakman’s description of 
the settlement with the railroad company 
says: 

Oakman Explains New Pian. 

‘ In Heu of the further performance of 
the obligations of this company under its 
original construction contracts and its 
other undertakings with the railroad com- 
pany, the railroad company will accept 
payment of $7,379,681, to be used by it to 
complete the construction and equipment 
of the ‘Grand Circuit,’ and upon such 
payment all such obligations of this com- 
pany will be discharged, and this com- 
pany will be entitled to all the bonds and 
stock receivable by it upon full perform- 
ance of said driginal contracts according 
to the terms, and, in addition, to like 
bonds for $2,055,000, 

“The sum to be paid to the railroad 
company was fixed, after careful esti- 
mates, as the amount needed to complete 
the construction and equipment of the 
*Grand Circuit’ by July 1, 1909. The en- 
gineers are confident that, with money 
available as needed, the work will be 
completed by that time. 

“A careful comparison having been 
made of the cost of what this company 
was to be relieved from doing under the 
original construction contracts and what 
it was entitled to for what it had done 
and was to provide for by said payment 
beyond the obligations of said contracis, 
and the balance being found to be in its

GEYSER CLOSES FERRY SLIP. 


Phenomenon Caused by Compressed 
Air Used in Under-River Tunnel. 


A miniature geyser has displaced the 
bulkhead in one of the Desbrosses Street 
slips of the Pennsylvania Railroad ferry 
at Jersey City, and the use of the slip 
has been discontinued. The ferry officials 
notified William G. McAdoo, President of 
the Hudson and Manhattan Railroad 
Company,” that the trouble was due to a 
leak that permitted the air to escape from 
one of the company's tunnels under the 
river.

Charles M. Jacobs, chief engineer of the 
company, that the uptown tubes now op- 
erated in competition with the Lacka- 
wanna Ferry to Twenty-third Street are 
carrying 60 per cent, of the traffic, and 
with the same percentage applied to the 
downtown ferry traffic the completed 
system will carry 77,000,000 passengers in 
its first year of operation. Engineer 
Jacobs's figures are supplemented by es- 
timates made by Hugh Hazelton, the 
company’s electrical engineer. 

Tae present gross earnings per car mile 
of the tubes so far completed are, Engi- 
neer Hazelton says, “‘almost twice as 

reat as that of the Subway and Man- 

attan Elevated lines-the Hudson & Man- 

hattan earning 40 cents per car mile as 
against 211%, cents for the Subway and 21 
cents for the elevated. \The reason for 
this 1s that the tunnel has to carry a pas- 
senger a much shorter distance between 
termini than is the case with the Subway 
and elevated roads. This also explains 
why the percentage of operating cost to 
gioss earnings in the case of the tunnel 
company is so low.”’ 

Mr. cAdoo expresses complete confi- 
dence in the engineer's estimate’in a jet- 
ter to President Oakman, in which he 
says:

SUFFRAGETTE MOB 


STORMS PARLIAMENT 


5,000 Police Struggle with a 
Crowd of 100,000 — One 
Woman Breaks In. 


CARRIED OUT BY THREE MEN 


Thirteen Women Try a Footbal! Rush 
—All Women to be Excluded 
Hereafter. 


LONDON, Oct. 183—The climax of the 
suffragette campaign was reached to- 
night when an enormous mob hemmed in 
Parliament and stopped the traffic in all 
streets leading to Westminster. For more 
thun three hours the crowds scuffled 
good-naturedly with the police, interfered 
with theatregoers, broke windows, and 
disorganized things generally in the centre 
of London. 

The heroine of the day was Mrs. Trav- 
ers Symons, formerly secretary to James 
Keir Hardie, the Socialist and 
dent member of Parliament, who reached 
the door of the House of Commons by 
strategy. The house was solemnly debat- 
ing bill to prevent children from 
cigarette smoking, when the woman 
| dashed past the doorkeeper to a position 
{in front of the Speaker's chair and shout- 
ed shrilly: “ Leave off discussing chil- 
| are n and talk about the women.” 
| Three officials\seized Mrs: Symons and 
| carried her out bodily. She was then led 
|to the outer door and dismissed. As a 
result of the coup an order was issued 
that hereafter women should not be ad- 
|} mitted to the building on any pretext 
whatsoever, and in the future the his- 
toric grille will not screen feminine spec- 
tators. 

The appeal issued by the suffragettes a 
few days ago for 50,000 persons to heip 
them ‘‘rush”’ Parliament at 7:30 o'clock 
this evening was the most successful 
stroke yet. Not less than twice that num- 
ber responded to the cail, and nine-tenths 
of these were young people who came to 
see the fun. There were also a few hun- 
dred of the unemployed and their sym- 
| pathizers. 

Parliament was in a state of siege. A 
close triple line of police was drawn 
around three sides of the square in front 
of the building. The yard within the 
gates swarmed with police, and 200 guard. 
ed the terrace in the rear against assault 
by water, which the women twice at- 
tempted. A small fleet 
also patrolled the Thames approaches. 

All the mounted police in London and 
suburbs had been mobilized at this centre, 
and loads of hay were unstacked in the 
streets for the horses. The whole police 
force, together with cavalry. infantry, and 
marines, numbering more than 5,000, was 
kept busy in all directions with ‘buses,

motor cars, and cabs, mostly filled with | 


sightseers trying to thread their way 
through. 

The police kept the streets 
the House of Commons clear; elsewhere 
they endeavored to bestow their ability 
to keep the people moving. The crowds 
cheered, sang songs, and hooted, giving 
voice to all the sarcastic remarks that a 
London crowd is capable of. These were 
aimed in a semi-good-natured manner at 
the suffragettes who, distinguished by 
their orange sashes, swarmed everywhere 
distributing tracts. 

A delegation of thirteen 
| which approached the police cordon, and 
to whom admission to Parliament was 
formally refused, attempted a football 
rush, but the police chivalrously repulsed 
the women with the legst possible rough- 
Two bodies of the unemployed, 
however, which approached the line, were 
driven off with little saving grace, one 
across Westminster Bridge and the other 
to St. James’s Park. 

The police were pelted with vegetables 
and some stones in a few minor skir- 
tinishes that occurred, but nobody was 
seriously hurt. Twenty-four suffragettes 
and twelye of the unemployed were 
placed under arrest. Many persons faint- 
j ed in the crush, a few were trampled 
upon and taken to the hospitals. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, Miss Christabel Pank- 
hurst, and Mrs. Lawrence were sum- 
{moned to court yesterday for inciting a 
|breach of the peace; this morning they 
| coolly refused to obey the summons, but 
jagreed to surrender themselves at 6 
}o’clock in the evening, which they did, 
| Spending the night in the Bow Street Sta- 
| tion. 
| The suffragettes and unemployed have 
| kept practically the whole police force on 
duty continuously for forty-eight hours.

|Government Demands Back Rich Tract

DENVER, Col., Oct. 13.—Three hundred 
thousand acres of mineral land, worth 
upward of $100,000,000 and held by E. H.

| Sensational disclosures are promised in

is in Nevada and comprises the richest 
| gold, silver, and copper veins in the State. 

For the last two weeks special land in- 
| spectors have been securing evidence, and 
|so vast have the alleged frauds grown 
that it was found necessary to send a 
| party of six more Government agents into 
Nevada to assist in the investigation. It 
was only after a careful investigation by 
Fred Dennet, Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, and several consultations 
'with President Roosevelt that orders were 
given to go ahead with the work.

| EXCESSIVE FARE CHARGED. 


| Coney Island Line Pays $50 Fine Each 
in 116 Suits Under Railway Law.

|} pellate Division of the Supreme Court,

When six of the suits were called 
against the railroad in the Sixth District 
Municipal Court, at 611 Fulton Street, yes- 
terday, it then developed that these and 
the other suits had been settled by the 
railroad the day before, and Justice 
Bogenshutz after he was informed that 
the railroad had confessed judgment in 
the \cases called before him, dismissed 
them. 

The test against the railroad was 
made in a suit begun by William R. Petze 
befo.e Justice Bayliss in the Fifth Dis- 
trict Municipal Court last Spring. He 
| contended, through his counsel, Gen. 
Wells, that he was charged 10 cents for

NEW COMET’S TAIL NOT LOST. 


French Astronomers Mistaken, 
clares Prof. William R. Brooks. 


GENEVA, N. Y., Oct. 13.—Reports that 
the recently discovered comet has lost its 
fiery tail have caused deep discussion in 
astronomical circles. Prof. William R. 
Brooks, Director of the Smith Observa- 
tory, anneunced to-day that the French 
astronomers were wrong in saying that 
the tail had disappeared, as he observed 
the tail clearly last night through a ten- 
inch equatorial telescope. 

It is probably due to the fact that the 
comet has fluctuated in form and bright- 
ness since its discovery, says Prof. 
Brooks, that the tail has proved elusive 
to the Freneh observers. Prof. Brooks 
gives the location of the comet as follows: 

**Right ascension, 19 hours 37 minutes; 
declination north, 55 degrees. This places

SITUATION AS TO 


Welshmen the Strongest Constituent

UTICA, Oct. 13.—This section of the 
State has very much the same sort of 
story to tell regarding the political situa- 
tion that has been told by Buffalo, Roch- 
ester, and Syracuse. There are a few new 
elements here in the, opposition to Gov. | 
Hughes, and one element of opposition to | 
the Republican National ticket which is 
local, and will hardly affect the ticket to 
any great extent. That is the antagonism 
to “Sunny Jim” Sherman, which has 
been developing gradually throughout his 
long career in the House of Representa- 
tives. 
As the.chief dispenser of Federal pat- 
ronage for this district Sherman has made 


@ good many enemies among his fellow- 
Republicans, Some of them would like to 
get his scalp now. There are a few among 
them who are so intent upon that opera- 
tion that they are perfectly willing to sac- 
rifice Taft also in order to accomplish 
their revenge. | 

But the great majority of these Sher- 
man malcontents will take theirs out in 
Swearing, and when the great day comes 
will cast their usual straight tickets. It 
is @ common saying In Utica, however, 
among both Democrats and Republicans, 
that if it were possible to vote on Taft 
and Sherman separately. ‘‘Sunny Jim” 
would run away behind the candidate for 
the Presidency. 

On the whole, the conservatives in both 
Republican and Democratic camps unite 
in saying that the county will go for 
Taft by about its normal vote, which 
would give him something between 4,000 
and 5, lurality.

The Republicans also say that they 
have not discoyered any antagonism to 
Taft among members of their party, 
whereas there is a decided bolt from 
Bryan among the Democrats. The fact is 
that here, just as in other places, the 
politicians who bolted Bryan in 1896 have 
gone back to the party, but the business 
men have not. 

The difference between this campaign 
and those that preceded it is that this 
year the old-line Democrats who intend 
to vote against Bryan are not making any 
public outery about their purpose. Some of 
them here have even silently accepted ap- 
pointments on one committee or another. 

The Democratic managers have made 
these epppintments in order to be able 
to say that every element of the old party 
opposition to Bryan has been 
and all factions are now back 
ranks working for, the election of the 
National ticket. They know that the old 
split is not healed, and that some of the 
men whom they have named on commit- 
tees will vote for Beft, but as long as 
no public announcement of such inten- 
tion is made, they are satisfied to let 
matters go as they are. 

One busin2ss man here who bolted Bryan 
in 1896 and is not going back this year 
talked very freely about the situation this | 
afterncon. He has a wide acquaintance 
in both the city and the county, and 
has taken an active although. not an 
official part in politics: He said’ that as 
usual there was a certain small move- 
ment from each party to the other. But 
outside that he had found no Republicans 
who would vote for Bryan, whereas on 
the other hand he found what he esti- 
mates at 75 per cent. of the old line 
Democrats preparing to vote for Taft, 

The Democratic managers say that 
there is a considerable defection among 
the Republican farmers, who resent what 
they term the dictation by President 
Roosevelt of the nomination of Mr. Taft.

The Welsh are by all accounts very clan- 
ish, and ughes is extremely popular 
with them. He has put himself out to 
come to their festivals and make himself 
one of them, and they will stand by him 
now. 

Then, too, the Governor is very strong 
with the church people here. His course 
as Governor has had their hearty indorse- 
ment. They have been with him in the 
fights he has had for various reforms, 
and especially for the race track bills. 

It ig estimated by both: Republicans 
and emocrats that this support will 
offset the opposition of the racing in- 
terests, although there ts a good deal of 
that here. There have. always been two 
race meets a.season In Utica, but this 
year both were knocked out by the re- 
ney of the Percy-Gray law. That af- 
ects not only the owners of race horses, 
but the farmers who sold supplies for 
the racing men, and sentimentally it has 
affected a number of young men on the 
farms, who fancied that they had win- 
ners in training for future race meets. 

That of course is only a small factor.

CASTRO'S BROTHER 
HERE WITH A ROLL 


He's the Major Carmelo Castro, 
Brother of the Strenuous 
One of Venezuela. 


JUST OUT FOR FUN, HE SAYS 


Denles That He’s Here to Recruit an 
Army Corps and Starts Right 
Out to Enjoy Himself. 


Suffering from the privations due to a 
shortage in the Fall crop of “live ones,” 
the “lobster district” and the ‘Gay 
White Way” sat up and took notice last 
night when the glad tidings came that a 
young scion of the strenuous house of 
Castro, had landed in town with a willing 
and eager disposition and large wads of 
the popular product for some of which 
Holland, France, and other dunning 
countries have been extending hands 
across the sea to ,eockey Venezuela for 
many moons. The yisitor to whom Broad- 
way was anxious’to extend a cordial 
“‘welcome to our city” last night, is 
Major Carmelo Castro, son of Mars, 
raconteur, bon vivant, and man-about- 
town of giddy Caracas, and last, but not 
least, the ‘“‘favorite brother’ of the 
world-defying Cypriano, politely called 
President, and, impolitely, Dictator, of 
Venezuela. 

Major Castro, who arrived on the Zulla 
from Maracaibo, denies smilingly that he 
is here or about to be elsewhere on a mis- 
sion of war. He is not here, he says, to 
organize and export an artillery corps to 
man the unsuspected coast defenses of 
his native land and puncture the armor 
belts of reckless Dutch cruisers. No, the 
Venezuelans do not need expert range 
finders from Chatham Square trained to 
sight even the smallest schooner passing 
over the bar. Their own vision is so un- 
impaired that some of them are beginning 
to think that they can almost gee their 
* finish.” 

Basiles, why should Venezuela import 
men to man her coast defénses when the 
perfectly equipped searching party re- 
cently sent out by President Castro had 
not as yet reported the finding of any coast 
offenses to man? Maj. Castro when pressed 
admits that the Venezuelan Army is ab- 
solutely invincible. He aso confesses 
that as an expert on military tactics a la 
South American, he may indulgently look 
on at any scrimmage which may break 
out in the Balkans merely as a casual 
study, with a view to making the Vene- 
zuelan Army still more invincible, if pos- 
sible. 

However, the whole secret of Major 
Castro's visit here, as he explains it, is 
that he {is starting on a “ tour of recrea- 
tion,”’ which will take in this growing 
village and Europe, and may be extended 
around the world, if the supply of piast- 
ers at hand and the credit of Brother 
Castro, if it can be found anywhere out- 
side the. Caribbean, hold out. And from 
the accounts of his fellow-voyagers, and 
from ocular demonstrations on the part of 
the Major himself, it would seem that he 
will find no need to hang around the reg- 
istered mail windows while abroad wait- 
ing fer remittances from the old home- 
stead back in dear old Venezuela. 

“As he will own up to nothing else, it 
will have 'to be accepted that Major Car- 
melo Castro has torn himself from the 
mad whirl of gayety, which obtains in

} 


Caracas, and, bored and suffering from 
ennui, is about to examine into the boast- 
ed merits of the rest of the world’s pleas- 
ures. No, he is not merely about to do 
it; he has already begun the investiga- 
tion, for hardly had he reached the Vene- 
zuelan Consulate yesterday when he dis- 
Patched hot-foot an attaché for tickets 
for one of the most palpitating plays in 
town. Also he hired a suite at the Hotel 
Empire, and along about midnight was 
graciously admitting that home was never 
Uke this. 

Major Castro, who is accompanied by 
his aide-de-camp, Lieut. Enrique Corvaia, 
will remain here about four weeks, ac- 
cording to his present plans. Then he will 
go abroad, ‘‘ Jo" Paris, London, Berlin, 
Vienna, and also visit the Balkans, if 
spunky little Servia should get mad 
enough to slap Austria on the wrist. 

The major appears to know about as 
much about the political troubles of his 
native land as a trust magnate knows 
about railroad rebates when being inter- 
rogated by the inter-State Commerce 
Commission. 

“ Everything will come out all right,” 
said Major Castro, cheerfully. ‘* The 
honor of all the countries involved in the 
controversy will be fully satisfied by the 
decision of the Board of Arbitration. 
This decision, I think, will be the final 
act in the drama of the Caribbean.” 

The Major added that his brother, 
Cypriano, had decided to let his term of 
office expire in 1910, and as soon as the 
common people have chosen the succes- 
sor he has picked out,. will leave the 


merry business of satisfying the honor 
of European Governments, without ex- 
pense to Venezuela; to the new President 
and start on an extensive trip in this 
country and Europe. Major Castro said 
that the health of his brother was much 
improved. 

Major Castro is 26 years old, smooth 
of face, dark visaged, and military ap- 
pearing. When he Janded in Brooklyn 
several men who were said to be United 
States Secret Service agents, were wait- 
ing for him and kept a close watch on 
his movements during the day. . Whether 
this was to prevent the Major from being 
surreptitiously separated from the apo- 
eng ee “roll” he was known to 

e importing, or because the Federal au- 
thorities Wesired to be kept informed as 
to whom he visited while here, was not 
known. 

According to the account of-a friend and 
fellow-traveler of ae =f Castro, Dr 
James F. Donnelly of this city, the Castro 
family is one to appeal to the heart of 
President Roosevelt. To begin with there 
is Grandpa Castro, who is 84 years old, 
and who lives high up tn the Andes Moun- 
tans. It appears that he’has no less than 
twenty-five sons and thirty-four daugh- 
ters, the youngest of which is.but 4 years 
old. Dr. Donnelly regards, this as going 
some, even in Venezuela, where, like the 
vegetation and national debts, families 
grow luxuriantly. Although but 26 years 
old, Major Castro has fought for or 
against so many rebellions that the num- 
ber of the revolutions made him dizzy. 
Major Castro was a student at Syracuse 
le this State, leaving. there in 
906. 


Dr. Donnelly, who is a globe trotter, has 
been to Venezuela and other South Amer- 
ican countries studying tropical diseases. 
Dr. Donnelly says that when he was at 
Maracaibo on Oct. 8 the people there were 
importing large quantities ‘of, foodstuffs 
in fear of a blockade, which, it was ru- 
mored, would be begun early in November. 
On Oct. 4, at Curacao, three Dutch war- 
ships were waiting with steam.up, ready 
for instant service.

PRODUCED IN’ PARIS 


Mme. Rejane Superbly Acts the 
Mother in Play That Causes 
Wide 


“JUST A PAGE FROM LIFE” 


Discussion. 


Playwright Says There Is No Semitism 


or Anti-Semitism in His Drama 


—Beautiful Stage. Settings.

PARIS, Oct. 13.—Henry Bernstein's 
newest play, ‘Israel,’’ was produced 
to-night by Mme. Rejane at her remod- 
eled theatre, and it is probable that it 
will have a long run in spite of its dis- 
agreeable subject. On choosing a title 
Bernstein consulted his superstition, 
which bids him to name all his plays 
in a word of six letters, after the suc- 
cess of “ Rafale” and ‘‘ Wolfur.” The 
title suggests perhaps too strongly a 
very Polemic play after the manner of 
“Le Retour de Jerusalem,” but the 
playwright himself disclaims any de- 
sire to prove anything. He simply puts 
on the stage a chapter from life as he 
sees it. 

“It’s impossible for me to conceive 
a work which aims to prove the supe- 
riority of this or that,’ he said to me 
to-day. 

“As for Semitism or anti-Semitism, 
there is nothing of that in ‘ Israel,’ ex- 
cept in so far as the characters express 
their own sentiments. 

“IT am a Jew myself, and a very 
happy one. I don’t say proud, because 
it seems to me ridiculous to boast of 
anything so involuntary as birth. I 
feel strongly, however, that that part 
of my being one calls temperament 
which makes me an artist I owe to my 
origin.” 

As to the plot of the play, it is unnec- 
essary to go into details now, as the 
story was disclosed for the first time 
in these columns over a week ago. Suf- 
fice it to say that it concerns a young 
boy strongly anti-Semitic, who discov- 
ers that his own father is a Jew; not 
only that, but this Jew causes a con- 
flict in the boy’s mind and soul when 
he learns that his mother had not been 
faithful to her husband, and that he is 
of Jesuit origin himself. 

Louis Gauthier played this boy’s part, 
the leading character in the play, very 
brilliantly. Mme. Rejane played the 
mother, the only woman's rodle in the 
piece. The scene between the mother 
and son, in which the boy discovers the 
truth, is one of the most wonderful 
Bernstein has written, and it is superb- 
ly played by Rejane in every detail. De 
Max, who first was to have played the 
part of the Jew, finally preferred the 
comparatively minor réle of the Jesuit, 
who has a chance in the last act for 
some quiet, sustained ‘acting. 

Of all the cast perhaps Signoret, who 
acts the Jew, alone fails. He doesn't 
seem to grasp the bigness of the char- 
acter, as conceived by Bernstein. The 
rest of the réles are more than capably 
filled, Raymond Lauzerte being excel- 
lent in the part of the young English- 
man. The settings of three acts are 
the marvels of Paris. The first scene 
represents the entrance to the Club 
Rue Royale, and is perfectly copied 
from the real room in every detail. 
to the design of the carpet. The foot- 
man in this act is a real footman from 
the real club. The second act occurs in 
an exquisitely designed salon, and the 
third in a library. 

Naturally Rejane has scant opportu- 
nity to wear gowns for which she is 
famous, but the few minutes in which 
she appears in the last act she is a 
beautiful vision in black cape lined 
with gray. Her hair, grayish white, 
she wears combed plain and tightly 
back from a part in the middle. 

The papers in the morning will ex- 
press widely diverse opinions. Some 
find the new play diffuse and tiresome, 
and others praise it. However, it is 
likely that the amount of discussion it 
will raise will carry it to success.

Some member of the 
McLean family, several of whom were in 
the house at the time, referred the young 
man to J. B. Ranck, a nearby real estate 
man, in whose hands the house had been 
put. 

The young man returned at about 10:30 
o’clock yesterday morning, Miss Masten 
happened to be alone. He explained that 
he was anxious to make some measure- 
ments to see if the property would be 
suitable for his client, and asked Miss 
Masten if she would show him over the 
premises. She agreed to do so, and the 
young man made measurements in the 
rooms on the ground floor with a long 
tape measure with which he had pro- 
vilded himself. 

Then he was led upstairs to Mrs. Me-

ure, and, asking her to hold it, walked 
to the opposite sidé of the room to make 
the measurement,

A year in addition was 
taken to develop plans, it having been 
provided by the will of Johns Hopkins 
that the income of half of the $7,000,000 
was to be spent in the establishing of a 
hospital and the income of the other half 
should ereet the buildings of the univer- 
sity. At that time the $7,000,000 gift was 
7 largest that had been made to educa- 

on. 
} In the beginning Dr. Gilman availed

The tenor of the day’s news from Bu- 
rope was such as to inspire further con- 
fidence on securities markets, and on the 
Stock Exchange here the strength of 
prices on’ Monday was repeated. The 
shares which were conspicuous for their 
advances on that day, however, were rel- 
atively inactive yesterday; their places 
were taken by lower-priced stocks in the 
railroad and industrial groups. Without 
particular reference to the news the Gould 
issues were all active and strong. In 
some of these stocks, such as Missouri Pa- 
cific and Denver & Rio Grande, some 
emall short interest may have existed and 
thus facilitated the advances. In the in- 
dustrial section American Can stocks, par- 
ticularly the preferred, attracted atten- 
tion, the movement in them having some 
relation, doubtless, to the announcement 
that the Jarge holdings of an estate had 
been taken over by leading interests in 
the company. In the face of an annual 
statement showing net earnings for the 
year of $8,918,000, as against $15,747,000 a 
year ago, the Erie group was firm. The 
explanation lies in the understanding, 
which is now general, that comprehensive 
arrangements have been made to finance 
the company so long as this may be nec- 
essary, and that with the financial side of 
the property cared for the road itself will 
have every opportunity to prove its real 
worth. European markets were inclined 
to dullness, but price movements at Con- 
tinental centres and in London were 
steady. The feeling continues to grow 
that the crisis in the Balkan affair is 
past. There had been some expectation 
that the heavy selling by London a week 
ago had been in part of a speculative 
character, and that the settlement under 
way in that market would disclose a bear 
account which might compel repurchases 
of American securities, Nothing of this 
sort developed, and, as a matter of fact, 
London was a seller of stocks on balance 
here. The wheat markets were all lower. 

An incident of the day in the money 
market was the rise in call rates to 1% 
per cent,, but this is a comparatively in- 
significant advance, More important was 
the better demand for time money and the 
firmer tendency of rates for the longer 
maturities. To the Sub-Treasury the 
banks have lost $1,293,000 since Friday 
last, but the heavy interior demand which 
was foreshadowed by movements at the 
close of last week has not as yet materia)- 
ized,

Limited Pablic Interest. 


Tt is still impossible to estimate the ex- 
tent of public participation in the market. 
Undoubtedly the only information that is 
worth anything is that provided by brok- 
ers who are willing to tell what the con- 
dition of their own accounts reveals. Most 
of them are willing to talk generally, and 
the majority insist that the percentage 
of réal public trading to the total is very 
email. One broker, whose clientele comes 
from various sections of the country, said 
that the so-called public among his cus- 
tomére was inclined apparently to trade in 
low-priced stocks only, while the semi- 
professional, or the man who made his 
headqua-ters at the ticker, daily traded in 
the leaders. Some of the low-priced 
stocks have reflected this general interest, 
but a glance at the transactions for any 
day will show the preponderance of trad- 
ing in the active high-grade stocks. There 
ig always trading of a general character 
in Steel common, and this is more or less 

_emarkable in view of the fact that gen- 
erally, in that stock, the fluctuations are 
narrow.

COLER ENLISTS ALDERMEN. 


Gets Them to Investigate the Investi 
gating Commissioners of Accounts. 


The Aldermen at their meeting yester- 
day decided to investigate the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts, who have been busy 
for some time investigating other city de- 
partments, including President Coler’s 
Brooklyn Borough. In answer to the reso- 
lution passed by the Aldermen last week 
the Commissioners sent yesterday a state- 
ment showing the amount of money ex- 
pended by them and the number of men 
employed in their various investigations. 

The statemeat showed that in 1907 the 
Commissioners had employed in all 41 
men in the investigations of the Borough 
Presidents’ offices of Queens, Brooklyn, 
Manhattan, and the Lronx at a total cost 
of $49,562.53. In 1908, including also an 
inquiry in the Borough of Richmond, they 
employed 48 men at a total cost of $07,- 
389.87. 

The statement also showed that in 1907 
$98,543 was spent in investigating other 
departments, and $22,171 for administra- 
tion, while in 1908 the other department 
investigations cost $62,925 and administra- 
tion $24,354.

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TRAFFIC IS NORMAL 
IN THE SOUTHWEST 


President Winchell Brings Re- 
ports of Improving Conditions 
on Rock Island Lines. 


IN RATES ARE FELT 


CUTS 


Recent Pact of Stockholders and Em- 
ployes Seeks to Combat Un- 
reasonable Regulation. 


President Winchell of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company, 
who was in this city yesterday, sald that 
the improvement in his territory had 
reached a point at which he thought it 
was fair to say that the traffic of the 
railroads there was about back to normal, 
barring only the business originating 
with the railroads themselves, In normal 
times, he sald, he estimated that the 
goods carried for the railroads amounted 
to about 35 per cent, of the total traffic. 

“To-day for the first time,’’ President 
Wichell said, ‘‘ we have been advised of 
small car shortages at certain places on 
our lines. This does not, of course, mean 
a real car shortage, for there are surplus 
cars at many points. It is, however, an 
indication of improvement. Apart from 
the gram traffic, there has been improve- 
ment in lumber and some improvement in 
the merchandise movement. The outlook 
in our territory I consider encouraging.” 

In reply to a question regarding the at- 
titude of the Western roads toward an 
increase in freight rates, President Winch- 
ell said: 

“The only step so far taken by the 
Western roads in the way of an increase 
in rates was the advance made in the 
Southwestern rates. These advances have 
been challenged before the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, and until this 
case ig settled it is not likely that the 
Western roads will take any further steps 
toward increased rates. The Western 
roads, however, have felt the enforced re- 
duction in rates more than the roads here 
in the East, for in the West the reductions 
were greater.” 

Regarding the new association of rail- 
road stockholders and employes, of which 
President Earling of the St. Paul is Presi- 
dent and Mr. Winchell Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, Mr, Winchell sald: 

“The committee has not met yet, and 
I cannot state the plans of the association 
in detail. In general, however, the pur- 
pose is to extend the membership of the 
association to all classes of labor and to 
make it National in seope. The purpose 
is to array the support of the owners of 
the railroads and the employes of the 
railroads, whose interest in their welfare 
in some respect is even greater than that 
of the stockholder, against unreasonable 
regulation of the railroads. It is not the 
purpose of the association to obstruct rea- 
sonable regulation, but to prevent un- 
reasonable regulation.”
